Mexican Rebels’ Retreat is 
Michoacan Almost Pacified,

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 24.—The 
State of Michoacan virtually is pa- 
cified and communication restored, 
according to a report submitted to 
the War Department from Morelia 
by Gen. Vincente Gonzalez, Fed- 


rebel leaders vez and Enrique 
Estrada, with their disorganized 
followers, are retreating toward 
Colima from the districts of Te 
alcatepec and Coalcoman, while 
Jose Renteria Luviane and Adrian 
Castrajeon are abandoning the dis- 
tricts of Tacam and Huetamo 
for the purpose of entering the 
State of Guerrero.

California Oil Fields” for Novem- 
ber, 1923, the fifth monthly chap- 
ter off the ninth annual report of 
the State Oil and Gas Supervisor, 
in now being distributed. The 
“Summary” contains a report on 
the Southeastern vortion of thirty- 
five anticline by W. W. Copp, 
Deputy Supervisor, and H.

In the area covered by this re- 
port are found alternating oll and 
water sands, and the problems of 
development are difficult and re-

tive oll sands cased off with the 
water sands.

V. 8 Royalties No. 13 was the 
best of the six new wells. starting 
off with a flush production around 
1100 barrels and settling down to 
about 900 barrels.

It off- 
sets the Bush-Voorhis Fee No. 1, 
which is slated to drill for deeper 
production. 

A large number of new wells are

Of the twenty- 
five new rigs and locations for rigs 
made during the week, nine were 
in this newly developed territory, 
six being between Narbonne and 
Walnut avenues, and south of Re- 
dondo-Long Beach Road, and the 
others being scattered throughout 
the western area. 

The Shell Company has taken 
the lead in the development of the 
far eastern district. With the three 
new rigs, for which grading was 
completed Saturday, it has seven- 
teen wells under way. Of these, 
nine are drilling. One of the nine, 
March No. 2, approximately 500 
feet east of the Standard's Domin- 
guez No. 1, on the south side of 
Oceun avenue, is expected to come 
in the early part of the week. The 
well was cemented off at 3546 feet 
and will probably be completed at 
about 3800 feet. Shell has two 
other wells standing cemented and 
two more nearing the oil sand. 

Two of the three new wells 
started by Shell are on the 
Bluemle lease, north of Redondo 
Road and just west of Normandie 
avenue. These wells offset the E. 
and No. 2 wells. 
The other well is on the March 
lease, bringing the total up to five 
on that property.
